Mayor Porter Not Considered Discourteous 


Our readers will remer howl which went up from 
the press of the United St hen Mayor John C. Porter of 
Los Ane refused to drink intoxieating liquor when he and 
mayors seventeen other cities of this country visited France 
in 1931, the great ery being that the Los Angeles mayor had 
been very discourteous in so refusing. 

It has later developed Mayor Porter received the 
French Legion of Honor decoration for thus standing by his 
convictions in the matter and in thus upholding the constitu- 
tion of his country, where intoxicating liquors were held un- 
lawful. 

In reply to a letter of inquiry written him by an Upland 
lady, Mayor Porter replied under date of Feb. 8 as follows: 

“Your letter of February eighth eame to my desk this 
morning requesting information as to my having received the 
French Legion of Honor decoration. This is a great honor, 
and one of which I am very proud, not only because France 


has made me a Chevalier in that great order. but also because 
the American press endeavored to create the impression that 
because I refused to drink intoxicating liquor while abroad 
that [ was discourteous to the French people. Had I shown 
discourtesy France would never have given me this honor.’’ 

Thus is exploded the theory that in refusine to toast the 
president of France with wine the mayor of an American city 
insulted that country. On the other hand it is apparent that 
the people of France admire a man who stands by his eon- 
vietions even under such trying circumstances as Mayor Por- 
ter was placed on his visit to Franee. We believe a majority 
of the American people admire him for the same reason. It 
took more than a mere weakling of a man to do what Mayor 
Porter did and the honor conferred upon him by the French 
nation is evidence such strength of character is appreciated in 
that country.
